gold's body was committed yesterday 
to the earth selected for its final rest- 
ing place and over it were said 
the 


last words of tribute from his follow- 
ers and friends.. 


It* was not with rites of church nor 


with rites of state that he was hurled. 
No minister of the gospel was there- 
to speak, nor did the officials of city 
and state, of whom many followed tin; 
coffin, appear, except In the character 
of citizens. 
The military pomp anil 


the formalities that might attend trio 
funeral of n former! governor of the 
state were all omitted. 


The burial was one In which nil the 


services centered upon one individual 
man and his relations to the other 
men of the society In which he lived. 
The speakers, two men associated with 
him In national politics and one who 
had been a lifelong friend, all found 
their consolation and their hope alone 
In the influence which the personality 
of the man will still possess when his 
bones have become dust. 


The services of the day made a most 


perfect showing of the Inlltiencu which 
Mr. Altgold had exercised In his life 
and of the great number of the follow- 
ers who felt .In his death n personal 
loss. 


Despite the SR.OOG people who had 


gazed upon his face as he lay upon Ills 
bier In the hall of tho public library 
building the day .before. It was seen 
lus SOon as the doors .were opened yes- 
terday morning that 
the 
numbers 


were by no means exhausted. 
For 


three hours they passed 
in 
steady 


stream; and In the last half hour 
of 


the time alone 5,000 men and women 
were numbered In the line. 


Then, through tho streets of the city 


AS far north as Lincoln park on the 
way to Graceland cemetery, n funeral 
procession of thousands of men. and of 
many women, walked slowly liehlnrl 
his hearse. At the cemetery, despite 
the bitterness of thn cold wind, as 
many as ROD or 000 waited nnd wntche 1 
to see the coflln lowered into tho earth 
and to hear tho last words spoken over 
It., 


It was 2:30 o'clock before the funer- 


al procession reached the cemetery, 
shortly before this a flurry of swiftly 
driven snow had passed over and the 
sun shone again. 


The coffin was parried 
from 
the 


hearse by the active pallbearers 
for 


the day, Charles A. Williams. Elmer 
Allen Klmball, Kdward O. Drown. Jo- 
soph Errant. Martin Keeker, W. II. P. 
Weston, Charles J. Tralnor and Thom- 
as G. MeKlllgott. 


Clarence S. Harrow and Joseph Mar- 


tin followed Immediately after, 
and 


behind them was Judge Edward 
F. 


Dunne, chairman of the funeral com- 
mittee, and William Jennings Hryan. 
Mrs. Altgold went to tho cemetery but 
remained In her carriage. Mrs. Steele 
of Helleyllle. Ohio, a sister of Mr. Alt- 
Reid, arid C. J. Ford, Mrs. Altgeld'r. 
brother, and hi? wife, had places elos" 
beside the grave. 


The crowd pressed in behind the 


relatives and the commlttenmen and 
honorary pallbearers, and then, 
with 


no formality, the coflln was quickly 
lowered out of sight. No clod of earth 
was thrown Intn the grave, but when 
all was ready Chairman Dunne an- 
nounced that William Jennings Bryan 
would offer his tribute to the dead. 


Mr. Bryan said: 
"It Is written that the things that 


are seen arc temporal nnd the things 
that are unseen are eternal. This Js 
our consolation to-day. This occasion 
—sad as It In—would 
he 
Infinitely 


more sad If we were committing 
to 


the earth all that there was of our 
departed friend. 
But the better part 


of htm whom we knew as Altgold sur- 
vives the grave. As the bird, escaping 
from Its cage, enters a larger world, 
so the Inlliience of the deceased 
U 


broadened, rather than narrowed, by 
his death. 
He has proved how great 


are the possibilities under our institu- 
tions. 
Born In nnotnor land, he has 


demonstrated what one can do unalde.l 
if be has Ideals and a purpose."
